Aviation Department, Transportation Department and the iilitary-Political 

Schools Department, All the Senior Advisers ars directly regponsitle to the 

Chief Military and Political Adviser of the SAMPOG, and their duties a7's as

1, The Senior Adviser to the Navy Department of the Chinese Communi a% Governe. 
ment has the following duties: : 

(a) To assist the Chinese Communists in the prepavation of plans for the 
construction of naval Ships. ‘ 

(b) To assist the Chinese Communists in the surervieion and conlrol of 
all technicians employed by the Navy Department. 

(ce) To assist the Chinese Cormunists in the training of Chinese Communist 
naval rersonnel, : 

20 The Senior Adviser to the Aviation Departrent of the Chinese Communist 
Government has the follewing duties: ,

yo. Ha. Advisers: One Soviet adviser is attached to each of the 

Chinese Communist Army Group Headquarters. He receives his oréers from, and 

is resrcnsible.to, all the Soviet advisers attached to the Chinese Communist 

Army Headquarters. (See paragraph 3/a/ of this report). Each Army Group 

Headquarters Adviser has one Sovict military adviser and one Soviet political 

adviser as assistants. The duties of each Army Group Headquarters Adviser 

are as follows; ‘ 

1. To assist the Chinese Corrmunist Army Group Cormander in the rerfornance 
of his dizties. 

ee To prepare for the Chief Military and Political Adviser of the SAMFOG a 
monthly rerort on the activities of the Army Group to which the Army Group 
Headquarters Adviser is attached, 

3. To prepare for the Chief Rilitary and Political Adviser of the SAMPOG 
reports on tho moverents of the Chinese Naticnalist trooys and the 
activities of the representatives of foreign countries in Manchuria. 

&: Military Technical Advisers; These are Soviet specialists in ertillery,
